My wish for Narberth is that this beautiful Christmas may bring to each heart the most and best 
there is in life, and especially that, at this time there may be a realization for us of the "great 
glad tidings" which the Christmas angels told on the first Christmas morning. 

The message of Christmas is a message of incarnation. What a wonderful thing it is. Almost 
everything that is worth while conies to us through incarnation. Take kindness; it is an abstract 
quality: you cannot conceive of it only as you sec it in a life; it must be incarnate — it must 
become flesh and dwell among us before we can really see it and know it. Take sacrifice. What do 

we know of sacrifice.' The only way we know it, is when we see it In me incarnate and lx me 

clothed with a body and dwell among us; w c cannot think of sacrifice without thinking of some- 
body; the only way we can know it is in its incarnation. 

Now the Christmas message I say is a message of an Incarnation. ''And the Word became 
flesh and dwelt among us." That is what Phillips Brook.- meant in his beautiful hymn which 
we a re all singing al this Christmust season: 

"(> Holy Child of Bethlehem, 
f)es,eml to us, we pray; 
Ca-t out our sin. and enter in, 
Be born in us today. " 
Not only l,ai-|t yonder in Palestine many years ago, but here and now. Jesu~ Christ is made 
known by Hi* Incarnation. He must become flesh before we can "behold His glory." That is 

what the great Apostle ant when he wrote: "If any man hath not the Spirit of Christ, he is none 

of His." And the real ChrUtma- message is that we are to become the BODY of Christ through 
which the world may know Him. 

It means, I ■ ■ — i of all, that we are to manifest the characteristics of Christ His goodness, and 
kindness, and gentleness, and patience, anil !<>w m n , I all those things that go to make up His 
marvelous life so that wherever we arc. His Spirit may be sen and felt and known. Did He 
love little children back there in Pulistiue.' Then He would love, them here in Narberth, too, 
through us. Did He gi\e Himself unceasingly to the extension of the Kingdom of righteousne-s, 
to the eradication of evil and to the service of mankind.' Then we must let Him do those things 
through us today in order that the world may be blessed by His coming. 

But there is yet a deeper meaning to the I nenrnntion. Chri.sf was free from all compromise 
with evil, — He lived .a life that was unspotted and without stain. It is this life He would live in 
us. May Christmas bring to us this Incarnation, that Christ may he born anew in u*, and that we may 
be able to say with St. Paul, "Christ liveth in me." This is the deeper meaning of the Incarna- 
tion. This is the great Christ nuts message.

On Tuesday, December 20th, 1921, at 
8 1'. M., at the Baptist Church of the 
Evangel, Miss Anna .1. Haines, of the 
American Friends' Service Committee, 
will give an illustrated talk on ''The 
Russian Famine. ' ' 

Miss Haines lias a wonderful story 
to tell of her experiences in Russia and 
the pictures were taken personally. 
F.veryhody welcome. 

Anna .1. Haines is a Quakeress of 
the Orthodox Branch whose home is in 
Moorestown, New Jersey. She was 
graduated from Bryn Mawr College in 
the Class of 1907. Miss Haines entered 
social service work in Philadelphia and 
in Maryland, afterward becoming the 
head worker at North House, a social 
settlement in Philadelphia, under the 
direction of the Philadelphia Yearly 
Meeting of Friends. 

Miss Haines went to Russia in the 
fall of 1017 with a party of American 
and English Friends to engage in health 
work among the Russian peasnnts,, par- 
ticularly in the Volga region. She re- 
mained there until the fall of 1918, 
when all relief work was forced out of 
Russia by the ndvance of the armies, 
and revolution. She returned to Rus- 
sia in August, 1920, as the representa- 
tive of the American Friends Service 
Committee and head of its relief which 
it opened in Moscow. In co-operation 
with Arthur J. Watts, an English 
Friend, they established the Friends'

In that organization of constructive 
Social Service organized in 1913, they 
cure for all juvenile cases up to six- 
teen years, all domestic relations cases, 
misdemeanors over sixteen years, as 
well as criminal and civil cases. Per- 
haps some idea of the magnitude of the 
work can be gained from the fact that 
in 1920 alone, 19,">02 domestic differ- 
i nces were settled and divorces avert- 
ed, as far as the Court knows, that the 
department of accounts has collected 
i. ver $1,4(111,000 fur deserted mothers and 
, children, and that 3,547 children were 
j cared for last year in the Municipal 
i Xurscry, while the mother's presence 
v. as necessary in the Court room. In 
| the latter department Miss Nordine em- 
I | hasized the great need of children's 
and babies' clothes.

.Six years :ijm> — Christmas liU.") — 
about three genre .Xiubethites inaugur- 
ated the eamlle greeting ; > s ! '" expres- 
sion of neighliorliness to the passerby. 
These loyal home folks responded to a 
suggestion made in Our Town, ami the 
(irst silent salutatinn took the form of 
a single candle plaeed In each window , 
visible to the street or streets near the 
individual 's home. 

In lOKi, by aetuarJiiiiint, there was a 
minimum of 11"> homes which adopted 
the happy custom. And from the simple 
single eand'le form the salutatinn grew 
into geometric arrangements of candles 
displayed in every window of the house. 
One of the simpler of these arrange- 
ments was obtained by the use of two 
short candles and one tall candle, the 
tall candle being placed in the center 
and the two short candles on either 
side of the tall one. 

In the years 1017, 1918, 1919, and 
1920 this custom grew in amazing pro- 
portions and became a unique, looked- 
for happening to our local residents. 

Scarcely a block was without at least 
one candle greeting last year; most 
blocks had several and some blocks had 
no houses that were without some form 
of the silent salute — the sign of "Peace 
on earth, good- will toward men" and 



i.l that true spirit of brotherhood which 
means real democracy, of having unself- 
ish thought for others. 

The candle greeting is a very old cus- 
tom in Kngland, but is used in few- 
places in the Tinted States, Baltimore 
being one of the few large cities to 
consistently repeat the practice year 
after year. 

Xarborth has adopted the greeting as 
its own and each year has found it 
more widely practiced. .So let us beat 
last year's record — let us add every 
urn-comer to the list and half as many 
more. Better still, let's. .see to it that 
every occupied house shows at least one 
candle on the e\ e of December 24, and 
let 's keep them burning from 8.30 to 

midnight. 

Last year many persons toured the 
town to view the illuminations while 
on their way to the several "watch" 
meetings. Do not disappoint these per- 
sons this year. Get your candles! BE 
1'HKPARED! 

And just to increase cheer within 
.lours for the home folks and for the 
out-of-town folk who may be guests, let 
every owner of a fireplace make use of 
it this holiday season of 1921. Get 
muiic wood of some kind --and burn it. 

And to further increase the atmos- 
phere of an old-fashioned Christmas, let 
us hear the voices of the carolers early 
;n the morning of Christmas Day.

"A vi'ar of snow, a year of plenty, 
Much snow, much hay. 
A snow year, a rich year." 
Consider the mildness of the lust 
winter, the small snowfall, the absence 
of marked storms. The hay crop was 
one of the poorest, scant in length and 
quality. An abundant snow covering 
seeps into the ground and penetrates 
thoroughly, and of course is a great pro- 
tection to winter wheat. 

"A late spring is a great blessing." 
"When gnats dance in February, the 
husbandman becomes a beggar." 

"Itis better to see a troop of wolves 
than a tine February." 

Gnats may dance wihout much appeal, 
but n "troop of wolves" would be 
worth much going hither and yon if 
the process would insure so line a sight. 
" If the moon appears with the points 
of the crescent turned up, the month 
will be dTy; if the points are turned 
down, it will be wot." 

For centuries the moon has been popu- 
lar as a rainmaker. Oom is often 
planted according to moon schedule, 
and .some men prefer to have their hair 
cut at the same time. But neither the 
moon nor the planets exercise any in- 
fluence on the prognostications of the 
trained meteorologist. "Moon, moon, 
serenely shining" has never influenced 
his barometer or rain gauge. He prefers 
the following: 

"The moon and the weather 
May change together, 
But change of the moon 

Iloes not change the weather." 
For— 

"If we'd no moon at all, 
And that may seem strange, 
We still should have weather 

That's subject to change." 
And this from the Bible is correct 
meteorology: 

•'When it is evening, ye say it will 



"Hut never, until I got into Europe, did I 
reali/.e that traveling by air u ils not on a par 
with communicating with Mars, but that it was 
here — and here in such shape that it must i liter 
into the calculations of railway men t very w lo-re. 
And when also 1 saw the motor truck being used 
in Europe as a regular and not as ai: emergency 
passenger and freight service to a tar greater 
extent than in the 1'uited States, I began to 
wonder, not only just how far behind the time* 
we Americans were, but al.so whether the world 
was not passing through a new phase of trans 
portation without any of us quite grasping what 
it means. It may just be possible that some of 
the troubles that the railways everywhere ire 
having may be due to the fact that big changes 
in methods of travel are about to take place. It 
may be that the railway is only a special and not 
a general carrier, and that we shall have to re 
vamp our ideas. Hut to get back to what is. 



"la England there is not much domestic fly- 
ing, for the distances are hardly great enough, 
but they have developed to a remarkable degree 
the use of the motor truck and on a strictly 
business basis. Motor transportation has two 
phases- first as a competitive carrier and second 
as a n auxiliary to the steam railways. Before 
the railway strike, indeed from time immemorial, 
cotton from Liverpool to Manchester went by 
rail; now it is going by motor truck, and the 
finished product is coming out by motor truck. 
Much of the coal i- being handled by trucks. 
The English roads are good, as are also those on 
the Continent, the distances are .short and heavy 
grades arc few. The conditions are ideal, and 
with the general use of trailers the costs are be- 
low those of the railways. I have seen steam 
.trucks, nith as many as four trailers. 

•'The short-haul traffic has always been profit- 
able abroad, and now the railways are trying to 
find ways and means to get it back from motors. 



My friend. Sir Sam Pay, general manager of the 
Great Central in England, told me that he was 
afraid that the railways had permanently lost 
this short-haul trallic, and he did not quite know- 
how it would affect future earnings. But the 
rnllwavs themselves also make use of the truck 
and have developed a picking-up and delivery 
of freight that is not only cheap for the shipper, 
but profitable to the roads. Much the same situ- 
ations exists in France and Germany. 

"Hut the real point of interest to me is not 
that airplanes can safely carry passengers or 
that motor trucks can handle short hauls cheaper 
than can the railways, but the influence that 
airplane travel is going to have upon business 
and social development and the change that the 
motor truck will make in transportation. Those 
who are old enough w ill- remember that when the 
longdistance telephone came into general use 
it was thought that it would cut down fast 
passenger travel. For a time it did. but then 
it stimulated fast travel and, us much as any- 
thing, forced on the fa>t trains. The telephone 
developed business- -the late George YV. Perkins 
always held that it was the telephone and tele- 
graph that made possible the big corporations. 
What great change in business will air travel 
effect in America? What will it do for Europe? 
"And then there is another phase; the fast 
passenger train has made necessary heavy rails 
and ballasting; these have vastly increased the 
cost per mile of the most expensive part of the 
railway — the roadbed. The fine roadbeds which 
we have are not necessary for freight trains. 
And the roadbed, although the biggest invest- 
ment, is the least used part of a railway — which 
increases the tariff rates. Again, our roads lose 
money on the short hauls; they make their 
money on long hauls of slow-moving freight. 
Will the airplane and the motor truck serve to 
help solve the railway problem of the future by 
cutting out the fast passenger trains, the short 
haul freight trains and the expensive passenger 
terminals.' There is a good deal to think 
.about. ' '

is close enough. And in the same 
manner too, 

"When ye see a cloud rise out of tho 
west, straightway yo say: There eometh 
a 'shower; and so 'it is." Lrtiko X1I:54.

BIRD BANDING. 



An article from the Weekly News 
.Letter, l'. hi. Department of Agricul- 
ture. 

Persons engaged in outdoor activi- 
tii's, whether or not trained hird ob- 
servers, arc requested to co-operate with 
the Bureau of Biological Survey, Unit- 
ed States Department of Agriculture, 
by furnishing data to supplement the 
bird-banding work that is being con- 
ducted by the bureau. When anyone 
happens to rapture a banded bird or 
to come upon one that has been hurt or 
killed, it will be of great assistance to 
the investigations of the department to 
have a report made of the facts by re- 
turning the band (if the bird is dead; 
otherwise the band should not be re- 
moved, but its number noted), together 
with details as to when and where the 
bird was found, and its kind, or at least 
its description. 

The aluminum bands issued by the 
Biological Survey carry the abbrevia- 
tion "Biol. Siirv. " and a serial num- 
ber on one side, and "Wash., D. C. " 
on other. But as other bands have been 
used on a large number of birds by 
various individuals and institutions, it 
would be advisable for anyone finding 
a bird that carries a band not marked 
as above indicated, or of which the ad- 
dress is not clearly understood, to for- 
ward the information to the Biological 
Survey, where every effort will be made 
to locate the person responsible. These 
bands are placed on the bird 's tarsus, 
the bare portion of the leg immediately 
above the toes. 

Experts in bird work are using the 
banding method to solve a variety of 
interesting problems relative to the 
migrations and life histories of our na- 
tive birds which are thus approached 
from the aspects of the individual 
birds. Some of the more important 
questions that can be solved by band- 
ing operations are: 

How fast do the individuals of any 
species travel on their periodic migra- 
tions; that is, how many miles per day 
will any one bird average during these 
journeys, and what is the total time con- 
sumed in a trip? 

Does any one flock continue in the 
van or is the advance made by suc- 
cessive flocks passing one over the 
other in alternate periods of rest and 
flight? 

Do individuals of any species always 
follow the same route, and is it identi- 
cal for both spring and fall flights? 

Do migrating birds make the same 
stop-overs every year to feed? 

Do birds adopt the same nesting 
area, nest site, and winter quarters dur- 
ing successive seasons? 

How long do birds remain in one lo- 
cality during the migration, the breed- 
ing, or the winter seasons? 
. How long do birds live? 

A minimum of 100,000 banded birds 
is planned, from which it is hoped that 
valuable information will be obtained 
in regard to the habits of migratory 
birds.

On a recent Saturday evening Misses 
Solveig Knutzen, Helen Keim, Dorothy 
Knutzen and Dorothy Wilson, mem-. 
Iiers of Team A of the Senior Society, 
accompanied by Mr. Stain, journeyed 
by taxi to the Whosoever Mission in 
(ic'i'inantou ii, where they had an op- 
portunity to see the work the mission 
is doing and attended the evening 
meet ing. 

This mission is doing wonderful work 
both along evangelistic and industrial 
lines. The latter work was first in- 
spected, including the following depart- 
ments: Brooms, carpets and rugs, chair 
caning and repairing, cord wood. One 
of the purposes of the mission is to 
help men who have been unfortunate to 
get on their feet again. This is done 
by giving them work in the mission 
along the linos mentioned above or by 
sending them out on outside work. So 
practically is this work conducted that 
the industrial end is almost self-sup- 
porting. Sales of goods made by the 
men amounted last year to over $44,- 
(100, while the totnl operating expenses 
came only about $1,500 higher. This 
mission has the unique record in this 
line of work of caring for men at a 
smaller margin of cost to the commun- 
ity than any other institution in the 
1'iiited States. 

But even more important than the 
industrial work is the evangelistic work 
which is aimed to reach the souls of 
the men and make life worth living 
now and hereafter. This is done by 
inspiring meetings conducted by the 
workers at the mission and outside 
helpers. The meeting on Saturday night 
was conducted by the Men's Bible 
Class of the Wakefield Presbyterian 
Church, while the music was rendered 
by a choir of young people from the 
Covenant Church of Philadelphia. 

The girls of the Narberth Society 
were greatly interested, and it is hoped 
that some time in the near future the 
whole society may have an opportunity 
to go over to the mission in machines 
and conduct a meeting. 

Here are just a few other items of 
interest from this remarkable mission: 

A large electric sign flashes Scrip- 
ture texts each evening and can be 
seen from far on the principal streets 
of Germantown. 

The mission buildings occupy almost 
a solid block. There are two dormi- 
tories containing over a hundred beds 
which have been contributed by vari- 
ous Christian Endeavor Societies. 
These beds are occupied only by such 
men as show promise of leading a bet- 
ter life. Since 1894, 12,520 men have 
been admitted to the home. This 
means that while they are sheltered 
there the mission is really a home to 
them with bed and meals provided, 
morning and evening prayers, etc. 
3,643 men have been placed in posi- 
tions where almost all of them have 
made good. 

In addition to the new homo there 
is a rough board shelter where any 
man from the street can obtain a warm 
resting place and a cup of coffee for 
the night. In the last seven years over 
200,000 men have been thus helped. 

We of (Narberth may not appreciate 
this so much, but 'where there is unem- 
ployment and hard times, a mission 
tike this can do a 'wonderful work.

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International Service and organized 
the distribution of $600,000 worth of 
food and medicines to the children of 
Moscow. During the past year of her 
residence there, under the leadership 
of Miss Haines tho Friends reached 
over 100,000 children of Moscow in 
this effort for relief. 

Early in September of this year, 
when the first effects of the famine be- 
came apparent, Miss Haines left Mos- 
cow, taking with her three carloads of 
food, aud went to Samara, the heart 
of tho famine area in the Volga region. 
She was the first relief worker to enter 
the famine district. With this food she 
began the organization to feed' 25,000 
children. This has now been expanded, 
until the Friends are feeding 00,000 
children. Miss Haines arrived in the 
United States in the middle of October, 
coming 'directly from Samara. She iB 
to return on December 31st to take up 
her work with the Friends' Unit in 
Russia, which is being enlarged to un- 
dertake an immense program of relief.
